I proceed to the Affairs of Germany that relate to 

the War. "Iwas not for want of Will in the 
Emperour that fome Effects of bis Ordinary Vio- 
lence did not break out in the Dict of Ratsb-n; 
for be fent an Imperial Decree to the Duke of Ha- 
nover to compel rhe Diet a: Rarisbon to furmith ex- 
traordinary Contribu'ions, in order co bire [Troops 
for augmenting the Army on the Riine; but that 
Duke did nor think fi to fend that Vecree to Ra- 
tisbon, that he might nor ir:itate she Duet againft 
himfelf, being oblig'd to kee; with tha: Aff-m- 
bly, becanfe he ex, one Vay co admitied into 
jt in the Quality of Ninth Bl. & chere is no 
Caule to believe, thatthe Army of the Empire will 
be ftronger taan that coma@anded by the Blector of 
Bavaria; Which will be confi erable, and has juft 
been reinfore’d by new Tro.ps, amorg them by rhe 
Regiment of Lyonaois, which is one. of the beft of 
France. 

As for the Army of the Mofelle, ‘tis a Proje@& the 
Allies form’d but very lacely ; and being ittarted be- 
fore they had any Forces to make up ghat Army, 
Prince Eugene was empower'd, in bis Return to 
Vieona to treat in divers Courts for Troops; bur 
the greaceft Part of chofe Negoctiations not taking 
Effect, ‘tis not likely, thar if there hould be an 
Arm, on that Side, it will be of more than 18 or 
iden: Burt no Store. being provised for that 
Army, becaufe the Scheme is but of,Yetterday, in 
all Appearance the Allics fhould entectain,no great 
Hope, and the rwo Crowns but lirtle Fear from ir. 
They fay that Army is tc be commanded by Prince, 
Eugene, who is now at Vieuna, whence. he has not 
yet fent away any of his Equipage. Inthe mean. 
time the Elector of Bavaria, who neglects nothing, 
has detach’d Troops towerds the Moleile uu- 
der the command of M. de St. Fremonc. . In the 
Couric of Time we fhall learn more of tha: Army, 
which in all Appearance cannot be cunfidersble, be- 
caule it would want every thing, and befides it was 
only contriv’d for a Phantom to {care us, and oblige 
ustomake Detachments from our Armies to that. 
Side, the Allies belicving that fuch a Diverfion might 
be ufeful to them, by weakning the Forces tbat 
areto other Parts: But all thisisonly feek-., 
ing to defend themfelves, not to attack. 
Noiwithftanding ‘twas given out when ‘the Arch- 
durchefs went from Vienna that fhe was going di- 
tedtly for Catalonia, "twas only to make the World 
believe that Affairs in a berter Condition in that: 

wotry than in reality they are: If She actually

ard demanded S.:isfaQion for new Grievances, of 
which they have crawn up Remouttiances. So chat 
tls not probable the Emperour will g in any Ade 
vantage by that Affembly, nor that he wiil be more 
fortuna:e in the Pield. 

_As for Engiand ; they threaten much, and we a& 
Wishour threarwing. They exaggerat: every thing, 
and all the Accounts from thence are fall ot Lifts 
of the Ships that are to make a Defcent upon Prance: 
But while thele Threats ave biaz’d abroad wih O- 
ftentation, the Count de Forbin and M. du Gue put 
our of Dunkirk and Breft with ftroug Squadions 
without making any Boats, and perhaps will both 
have perform’s great Expeditions, and bs come 
back agen, before the threatning Fleets ger out of 
Harbou: 5; and if chat fhould be, as is very likel:, 
their Squadrons may baffle ihe Defig s of the Ba- 
glifh,who are in con inual Apprebentions of the Scots, 
and oblig’d to keep & warchfal Eye upon chem. 

As for the Condi:ion Hotland is in at this Time, 
"cis infinitely worfe than at the Beginning of the pre- 
feat War ; when all tha: they bad fuffer’d from che 
Year 1672, had not inirely cxhautted their Trea- 
fures, They could flili fir owt large Fleers, and tend 
numerous Forces 1uto the Field. hey could with- 
out Difficulty find out Funds every Year for the Oc- 
cafions of the War; and were not perplex’d about 
it for feveral Months before the opening of every 
Campaign. Though Money was not fo plentiful 
among them as heretofore, yer it was not fcarce with 
them,. and Commerce was carry'd on, though with 
lefs Profit than in Times of Peace. Bur now all this 
is chang’d ; Holiand can no longer fit owt codfidera- 
ble Fleecs : hardly can they furnith Ships of War to 
joyn the Englith, when the two Nations refolve to 
wnite their Naval Forces, for the Advancement of 
their common Affairs, and for fome Years paft the 
Number of Men of War-furnsth’d. by Holland does 
mot amount to one third of thofe of England. They 
are not able as formerly,,to fertle the neceffary 
Funds affoon as the Service and the Sums were pro- 
posd:, The States are frequently affembled. feveral 
Months to find our thofe Funds, and at laf fepae 
rate without intirely providing for them. do nor 
feek ro leffen our Enemies ; I do noc vent Fictions ; 
the Facts are,publick, and known to all Europe, The 
Affairs of Commonwealths, which are. treated in 
general Affémblies, are never kept fo fecret, but 
the takes Air, So thar the Publick 
are almoftjalways inform’d what Condition thofe. 
Affairs are in And therefore I fay what is certain 
and ayow’d, when I affirm ‘that the Durch «can: no 
longer find annual Funds for continuing the War. 

_’Tis certain, that the f{carcity of Money among 
them can proceed from no other Caufe than a toral 
Decay of Coramerce, or at featt from the litle Come, 
merce they have at prefent; for their Commerce is 
maim’d in. all dts Parts, and they have none at alli 
with the. Spaniards, which alose is fofficient to make 
the prefent Condidition of their Affairs very diffe-. 
rent from it was formerly. of” 4s 

_I muft Add to all this, that for fome Yearsadivers' 
Provinces have caus’d their Deputies to declare to 
the States-general, that they cannot contmbure. to. 
the Charge of the War ; thar they have in pgat-kepr 
their Word, and tbat their Remonftrancesihaving? 
been publifh’d in Holland have thereby comes to be: 
kpwn to all Europe. Thefe are Facts nur to be:con-: 
tefted, and ‘twould be Folly co offer to affrrt be: 
contrary ; befides, had thefe Affairs beem tranfacted 
fo feeretly in the Affembly of the States as to be. 
wholly conceal’d from the. Publick, the Poverty of 
{everal Provinces of Holland cannot be hid ; and the 
levying of Money in them for the Occafions of the,» 
State could nox ceafe, but that Ceffation muft bey 


ide by Negociations, than by Force'of Arms’; * manifett. 


“Before the prefent War, the Dutch were in-per-- 
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to forget they were rebellious Subjects, Ina word, 
all that the 3 Crowns had promis'd them, ought to 
have Satisficd chem they fhould enjoy uniaterrupted 
Tranquilay, which would have made their Trade 
flounsth, and would bave enabled them to recover 
what the preceeJing Wars had coft them ; but thofe 
who then govern’d them, ftudying to inrich them- 
felves in Diforders and Contufions, engag’d 
their Commonwealth to make War againft 
a Monarch whom chey bad acknowledg’d for law- 
ful King of Spain, and to ceafe to treat him as fuch, 
wh.ca will be a Blot of Infamy upon chem to ail 
future Ages. Some crofs Turns of Fortune that 
have befaii’n France during this War, made them at 
fic hope for {ume great Advantages to their Com- 
monwealth ; but they foon perceiv’d that what had 
bappen'd to the Diladvantage of the two Crowns 
might one Day turn to their own Ruine, feeing if 
the Evglifh fhould become too powerful, they would 
foon endeavour to {ubdue them, becaute of the Ri- 
valthip for Commerce that has always been between 
the two Nations. This is the prefent Condition of 
Holland ; chat is to fay, the Country is rnin’d, almoft 
defticute of Men and Money, in fear of being fub- 


‘dued by the Englith thould they become too power- 


ful, or by the Troops of che two Crowns if Vidory 
fhould revurn to their fide. To conclude, Peace 
cannot come too foon for their Relief, and when they 
fhall have the Happynefs to enjoy it, they will find it 
a Work of feveral Ages to recover their Loif:s, to 
make their Commerce flourith anew, and to bring 
back Money into their Provinces, which are quite 
drain’d of 1.

Yefterday 2 Regiment of Foor, coming 
from Rofes, pa(s’d through here to joyn the French 
Army. By Order of the Duke de Noailles, the 
Fortifications of this Place and of Navatta are de- 
molith’d. 

From the Amfterdam Covrant, dated June 19. 

Genoa, June 2. We have Avice from Nizza, that 
the Fleet under Admiral Leaks is arriv’d at Barce- 
Jona ; which was known by the Fires made from 
Place to Place along the Coaft by Order of the 
French Court. Of 120 Barks and 3 Convoys, which 
fail’d from Touloa for Valencia, the Fleet under 
Admiral Leake tock 90 Bask; and 1 of the Con- 
voys [cali’d the Medufa] and the reft made back to 
Toulon. A French Felucca is ficz'd here, which on 
Wednefday aft took from under the Cannon of this 
City a Genovele F:lucca baving on board Paffingers 
and Leters for King Charles, which Letters the 
Brench Captain brought and deliver’d to the Brench 
Refident here. The iten belonging to the French 
Felucca ate put in Irons aboard our Galleys ; after 
4 of them were kill’d by Stones flung into rhe Feluc- 
ca by the Populace, and feveral Wounded, The 
Im pesial Minifter demands Satisfaction, and that the 
Letrers be reft'r’'d ; and the Freach Refident de- 
mands tha: his 4after’s Subjects be fer at Liberty. 

Genoa, June 3. We have an Account, that the 
Fleet under the Admira!s Leake and Waffenaer, con- 
fifting of 36 Men of War, 12 Frigates, 8 Firethips, 
10 Bomb-Veffels, 3 Fiofpical Ships, 1 Advice-Boat, 
$6 Traniports, and 12 Merchant-Ships, arriv’d at 
Barcelona the 22d of May; and would {peedily 
proceed hither. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated June rg, 

Genoa, June 3. A Dark is juft arriv’d from the

Paris, June 15. ’Tis advis'd from Strasbourg thé 
qth Inftanc, that the Elector of Bavaria was with 
our Army on the other fide af the Rhine, and that 
he had fent a fecond Detachment towards the Mo- 
felle. rumour'd he is now return’d to this fide 
of that River, to find another ftrong Detachmenc 
tothe Saar. They write from Marfeiiies, that the 
Duke of Turfis was atriv’d there from Genoa with 
his 6 Galleys, and had brought thither the 
4 Galleys of Naples, whofe Officers (‘tis rumour’d) 
had laid a Defign to put into fome Port belonging to 
King Charles; but being difcovet’d, they were on 
their Arrival at Marfeilles put as common Rowers 
on board our 12 Galleys there. "Tis given out here, 
that of our Convoy which fail’d wilh Provifions 
from Toulon for Spain, and were met by Admiral 
Leake, 40 or 50 Barks efcap’d into the Ports of Va- 
lencia. By Letters of the 2d Inftant from the Camp 
of the Duke of Orleans at Gineftar, we are told; 
that a Bridge was laid over the Ebro, but that the 
Army was not to march towards Tortofa rill the 
6th or 7th, becaufe the Siege of that Place cannot 
be undertaken, before the arrival of the Artillery.
